Santa Fr, March 17.—The following 
was received to-day by Governor Shel- 
don from the Captain of a territorial 
militia company, dated at Lordsbu 
station on the Southern Pacific Rail 
about thirty miles from the Gila river:

Governor Sheldon immediately com-

The question arises, what can be done 
in Los Angeles for the promotion of 
manufactures?

ADAM'S GRAVE. 

The burial place of the terrestrial 
father of the human family has been 
among many a: matter of speculation, 
w that itis positively 
known ‘where his bones repose Refer- 
ring to our cyclopedia, we find no men- 
tion of the gentleman's taking off, or 
where they laid him, and not even is 
the name of his medical attendant 
given, or the school-of practi@that had 
the honor of pilling the life out of him. 
It is a sad oversight of those who made 
for the present andall future genera- 
tions, that a matter ef so grave im- 
portance as the interment of the father 
of us and all others should not have 
been made a matter of record, so all 
questions of dispute could have been 
avoided. It is known that the late 
founder of the Round House, on Main 
street, this city, indulged in the belief 
that this spot was the Eden in 


} which Adam was first placed, and 


from whith he was driven, and 
was afterwards permitted to return and 
die where hi eyes had first beheld the 
light of day! And in support of the 
faith that was in him a grave was made 
and duly marked, that pilgrims need no 
longer journey to foreign lands to weep 
on the sod that covers a fond first 
father’s remains. We have never 
heard that the belief of our friend has 
been successfully combatted, and we 
were about to give in our adhesion and 
be satisfied that this spot so highly 
honored by nature was to be further 
celebrated throughout the entire earth 
jas the sepulchre of the first man, and 
his abused and interesting better hall, 
who ‘‘tempted me and I did eat.’’ But, 
reading Mark IT'wain we received new 
light, and begin to reverse our opinion. 

In visiting the ancient and famous 
city of Jerusalem, Twain found the 
cénter of the earth, or what wa 
believed te be the center by those 
who ‘run that museum of’ holy 
relics. The exact spot was marked 
by acolumn. And further, it is assert- 
ed that from under that column the dirt 
of which Adam was made was taken! 
That it wae so is amply proven by the 
fact that in six thousand years no man 
has been able to prove that the dirt of 
which he was made was not procured 
there! And here too was Adam buried. 
A marble slab covers the spot with this 
inscription: Lies tae Bopr 
or Apam.’’ Seeing this, Twain reflect- 
ed, wavered, and was conquered. He 
was moved as none buta filial son could 
be moved. And our sympathies are 
drawn out to him, and we are ready to 
assert as our belief that if Adam was 
not buried either at the Round House 
or Jerusalem we know not where it was. 
But whether we believe or not, or 
whether the reader believes or not, we 
and he, she or them, as the case may 
be, will certainly mingle their sorrow 
and tears with Twain as he bows rever- 
ently over the grave of his dead parent. 
Hear him : 


‘*The tomb of Adam! How touch- 
ing it was, here ina land of strangers, 
far away from home and friends, and 
all who cared for me, thus to discover 
True, a 
distant one, but still a relation. The 
unerring instinct of nature thrilled its 
recognition, The fountain of my filial 
affection was stirred to its profoundest | 
depths, and I gave way to tumultuous’ 
emotion. Ileaned upona pillar and 
burst into tears. -I deem it no shame 
to have wept over the grave of 
my poor dead relative. Let him 
who would sneer at my emotion 
close this volume here, for he 
will find little to his taste in my jour- 
neyings through Holy Land: Noble old 
man—he did not live to see me—he did 
not live to see his child. And I—I— 
alas, I did not live to see him. Weighed 
down by sorrow and disappointment, he 
died before I was born—six thousand 
brief summers before I was born. But 
let us try to bear it with fortitude. Let 
‘us trust that he is better off, where he 
is. Let us take comfort in the thought | Wi 
that his loss is our eternal gain.’’ ~ 


RAILROAD CENTER. 


Our city has become a Railroad center 
of no mean importance. There are 
now no less than thirteen trains per 
day arriving and departing, as follows:

WHO ENACTED THE SUNDAY 


There is a controversy now going on 
as to who enacted the Sunday Law.

In 1854 a law 
on this subject was enacted, and Demo- 
cratic Legislatures continued to give us| 
such laws. They were not made party | @te 
issues and consequently were but laxly 
enforced d sometimes suspended. 
In 1 Democratic Legislature 
renewed its efforts for the observance 
of the Sabbath day, and a Democratic 
Supreme Bench, consisting of three 
Judges, Stephen J. Field, Chief Jus- 
tice; Joseph G. Baldwin and W. W. 
Cope, Associate Justices, declared in 
hearty language its constitutionality. 
Stephen J. Field is now on the U. 8. 
Supreme Bench, and his being a 
Democrat does not deter us from saying 
that he has no superior on that grand 
curia where ultimate cognizance is 
taken of questions at issue involving 
life, liberty, and the pursuit of happi- 
ness in the United States.
